pleasant time. Other letters asking for 
money wore read. She went on to say 
that these demands for money were for 
the purpose of allaying Khodea' suspi- 
cions. 
Ueing in urgent need of money 


seemed to present good evidence that 
she had no other resources except what 
she got from him Breckenridue planned 
it all. Ho dictated the letters dated 
New Orleans and others. Court then 
took a reccsa.

Colonel Brcckenridge, to which she re- 
plied: "I had that power, but I never 
made n threat to him in my -life. I 
never pressed the thumb screws on him 
until he had it in his power to keep his 
promise and broke it."

The trial of the Heath case did not 


make much progress yesterday owing to 
be failure of some foreign witnesses to 


Dr. Watson of Sunger had been re- 


ported ill and District Attorney Church 
mving gone to Banger to investigate that 
matter reported by telephone that ho 
iad Dr. Hoag's certificate to the effect 
mt Dr. Watson would not be able to 
.tend for a day or so. The prosecution 
as anxious to secure his testimony in 
ie case and the counsel for the defense 
nnounccd that they were particularly 
nxious on this point and joined in a 
motion for an adjournment. 


Frank R. Daly was the principal 
itness of the day. 
Hie testimony was

.eath's visits to the Monarch saloon on 
ie night of the tragedy, and the trip 
ith Seaward and others to the Helm 
anch, their return to the Monarch sa- 
oon and the subsequent visit of Heath's 
arty to that resort. His croas-exatnina- 
on upon his testimony before the grand 
ury and ut the former trial, together 
ith two sworn statements made by 
iui contradicting the material points 
ibis evidence, left him in an unenviable 
ondition. 


THE TESTIMONY. 


A. M. Bradley was the first witness 
ailed. He had never testified in the 
ise. At the time of MeWhirter's death 
ie resided at No. 1728 N street, between 
'alavera-S and Stanislaus streets; was 
iii^iueer for the Fresno Flouring mills 
t'the time. His youngest boy was sick 
mt night and he was up and outon the 
orch at the time the shooting occurred. 
[e counted the shots and thinks there 


were seven in all. Ho heard "hollcr- 
ng" after the shots. Soon after a two 
iorHB buggy drove by from Calavcras, 
oing toward Stanislaus street. There 
-ere two persons in it and it was mov- 
ng very rapidly. 


Oil cross-examination he stated that 
e had talked of this frequently before 
nd after the drat trial, and had rccent- 
y sent word to Mr. Walaer of what ho 
tnew. The buggy was on N street when 
ie saw it; waa'going south, and had 
wo horses in it; he thought they were 
ay horses. It was a top buggy; ho 
ould not tell the color of the running 
jenr, nor of the clothes of tho occu- 
ants; couldn't say whether lie noticed 
licm or not, or could have distinguished 
iieir color at that distance in the dark, 
'he bugpy came by about a minute 
fter tlie hist shot. Ho bail been on the 
lurch about ten minutes when the shooi- 
ng began. 


Frank H. Daly, now of Bakorsfield; 


vas second cook In the llarton cafe at 
he time of McWhirter's death. He 
vas at the Monarch ealoon Unit night 
long with Spies Tom Sunward, Fred 
Hamilton, Jack McFarlane and another 
nan whoso name he did not know, 
ibout 1 o'clock Heath and a couple of 
etillemun catiiu in und took a drink, 
ind then went out. They then closed 
he Bflloon and went out to the Helm 
anch in a two-Mealed carriage with two 
toraes. After taking the boys out there 
ud a short visit, with « lev.' drinks, 
bov returned to town. Witness had 
been drinking a good deal that night, 
nd slept all the way back. 
Thought Spies drove both going and 
oming. Spies took the team to the 
table after they got back. Soon after 
,hey got back to the Monarch saloon 
leatli and the same two companions 
ame in and had a drink, and sat down. 


t was about 4 o'clock when 11 until and 
iia companions came in. Didn't re- 
member whether the door was open or 
tot when they came to the saloon. 
Vbcn Heath and the other two came in 
it 1 o'clock did not notice that they had 
anv packages with them. 


On cross-examination by Mr. Footo 


ie was shown an affidavit made by him 
luring a former trial. .Ho identified it 
uul Mr. Foote offered it in evidence, to 
which Mr. Johnson objected, and the 
objection was overruled. 


Dnly stated that he made the affidavit 


rccly and voluntarily before H. C. Tup- 
)eras Notary Public. James A. Ward 
iad taken his statement down, they 
vere then typewritten and read to him 
and he subscribed and swore to the 
ame. 


He had been arrested during the pro- 


gress of tho former trial on a charge of 
>erjury preferred by the defense ami Lin: 
ase had been dismissed by the district 
attorney. "The substance of his siate- 
nent was that Seaward had tried to

He went with Seaward lo Detective 


McFarlane to talk over the matter. Hea- 
ward told McFarlane that he would jiol

lis money. He wanted $(iOOO or $8000. 
That was before we testified before the 
grand jury. 
McFarlane was a detective 


employed by tho Blasingamea. Seaward 
said lie would quit if lie was not se- 
cured. 


Afterwards Seaward had witness lo 


come to the saloon to see Ejtilwcll, who 
Look up the case where McFarhuie let 
off. 
That was before they testified be- 


fore the grand jury. Stilwell, Spues 
Seaward and myself were there at tha 
conversation. Witness then went up to 
the jail with Stilwell and his eon to take 
a look at Policy and idenlifv him as one 
of the men with Heath that night 
Pol lev was alone in a room in the jail 
witm'sa was told who 1m was before b 
went in.

Tlie largo 
increase in travel would certainly serve 
to largely offset the decrease in profits 
resulting from the reduction, and no 
other clues of people are more interested 
from a financial standpoint in facilitat- 
ing the Bettlementof the many thousands 
of acres of lands in the state which are 
practically or actually unoccupied at 
present. H ie not (riven to the ordinary 
mind lo understand why the interests of 
the railroads demand a return to the 
former rate just at tli is time, when tho 
lower would be of great and lasting bene- 
fit to all concerned.

etancc would be an unmixed blessing, 
and the hope will etill be entertained 
Ihat something may occur to induce 
renewal.

popular disapprobation as Cleveland's 
administration lists encountered. Were 
a new election of members of congress 
now to be had, there would not be ten 
supporters of the administration elected 
from northern states, and with a full 
vote and a fair count, nearly half of the 
southern members elected would be op- 
posed >o Cleveland and Gresbam. New 
York has spoken with her 30,000 Re- 
publican majority, Ohio with 85,000, 
Iowa and Massachusetts with over 30,000 
each, Pennsylvania with 188,000, and 
now comes Vermont, Mew Hampghiie 
and Maine with enormous ^Republican 
gains in their local elections.

Probably this is Die 
the town whose officers used to "purge 
the poll," yeara ago, picking out and de- 
stroying in open, town meeting all Whig 
votes.
